Thracia to inhabite, aud 
repoſed great confidence in them: wherewith they 
growing rich and beingputr vp with proſperity, be- 
antotake armes againitthe Romaines their deare 
friends,who had donthem ſuch infiaite and vndeſer- 
ved favours, in ſo much that ia ſhort time they de- 
ftroycdaud ouercameall the countries about Thra- 
S«rates Gia. Whome, when Valens their fi:ſt entertaynor 
ecele:b.4. ſought towirhſtand he was ſlayne by them at Adria- 
_ le: and therwith being notcontented,th ſe- 

nople:an ciag notcontented,they proſe 

cutcd the Romaines with continuall conflits, aud 
though they had diverſe ouerthrowes by Gratian & 
Theodofius fellowe Emperors, yet they never cea- 
S$erates ſed,vnrillynder the conduR of Alaricus their capta- 

$6.7.410 jne they entred Rome, defaced many auncienrmonu. 
ments,& executed many of the Senators with ſundry 

kindes oftorments. Thus was rhe Empircof Rome 
diſhonorcd the Citry defaced, & the people almoſt 
deſtroyed only bythe entertainment ofa/Barbarous 

and moſt baſe nation, which of themſclues( before | 1, 

PRO they | 
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they were receauedinto fauour ofthe Romaines) 
werenot abletolift vp their heads: yet hauing crept 
as it were into their boſomes, they could notbe van. 
quiſhed vntill they had almoſt overrunne them,who 
were their receauers and rclicuers. So that it may be 
truly ſaid, the Romainesnever receaued greater dil- 
honuur by any nation, then by theſe Barbarians,For 
Rome was the moſt flouriſhing Monarc by that cuer 
was both in the continuance of time, in obtaining 
of conqueſts, and inthe commaundric of count ries: 
As for their coqueſts,they were almoſt iunumerable, 
their commaund extended tothe fartheſt parts of the 
world,as much as was thenknowne, and their con» 
tinuance was from the building of Rome,and the be. 
ginning of Romulus his kingdome,vntotheraigne of | 
Mauricius the laſt Emperor. Yer inall thar time, in 
all thoſe warres, and wich all their cocmies, Rome 
was never more endatigered then by thoſe baſic Bar- 

barians. Forthe firſt time Rome was pur in perill 
by the Sabines,and the ſecond time by the Gaules: 

the firſt wherofwa<ynhen the Citty was bur inher in. 

fancy, and though Tas the Sabines generall did 

enterthe caſtle(w here afcerwards the Capitolſtood) 

vert was thecirty defended valiantly by Romulus, her 
fi. ſt founder and father:and afterwards a peace con- 
cluded without any great daunger, or effuſion of 


bloud to the preſervation, benefite and praiſe of

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both theſe veople The ſecond time Rome was belie- 
ged and endaungered by the Gaules betore the was 
outotherminoriry, buryer quickly relieved, & the 
enemic repulſed by Marcus Camillus thar worthy 
Romain. This other deuaſtatio was by the Goths whe 
ſhe was in her full force and trengrh, fron was only 
tobeartributed vnto the Romains vnaduiſed enter- ' 
taynment offo rude anation, Wheiby we may ſce 
how daungerous 1 it js to receaue, or torelicue any 
forraine nation, though by way of favourand friends 
ſhip.Therfore it muſt neades be much more hurtfull 
for any,which loue their country orthemſelues,to a- 
nimare, to entertaine, orto aſiiſt any forrain es, 
that comeas conquerors or inuadors whatſocuer 
they pretend orpromiſe, For farther confirmation, 
there may be an other exiple added like tothe for- 
mer,which happened euen about che ſame time whe 
Rome fell vato theſe ruins. After the death of Valen- 
tinian the Emperor,who was ſlaine by the procure- 


ment of Maximus the viurpingtyrant, he being not 


therwith contented would nceds marry Eudoxia,. 
Valentinians widdowe, contrary to her conſent: but 
ſhee raking her ſelfe therwith much diſhonored, to 
be reuenged on him, ſent vnto Lybia for Genzeri- 
chus, promiſinghim the Empire of Rome, or at the 
kcaſtthe poſſeſſion of the Cirty it he would ſecke ro 
enpell 'Maximus: the Barbarian being glad hercof 
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came vnto Rome, and according to his barbarous . 


manner burnt the Citty, ſpoyledallthinges, not ſpa- 
ringValentinians houſe, whoſe wife ſentforhim,and 
by whoſe help he got the ſpoyle. Forhe carried Eu- 
doxia and her'two daughters into Lybia with him, 
Then there cannot be aplayner demonſtration how 
little they are regarded,which reccue orencourage 
ſtraungersto come with theirſtrengthinto any coun. 
try. ThereforeIwilnotinſiſtinmany more examples 
to this purpoſe, becauſe our country hath afforded 
oneworthy ofnote&notynknoweEalmoſtrtoany that 
reade our countries cronicles. Whattime Vortiger 
did raignc here inBritayne, and had warres with the 
Pickts and Scots, whome being notwelable to with- 
ſtand, he ſent for forraine force into Germany, and 
therehence hadthree ſorts of people, whichcame to 
aydehim: but the Saxons were the chiefeſt, over 
whomethere were caprtainestwo brethren, Hengeſt 
and Horſus, who atthe firſt behaued themſelues fo 
well and ſowarlike, thatthey withſtood,droue back 
andpur to flight all Vortigers enemies, in ſomuch 
that Vortiger beſtowed on themthe Ifle of Tanner, 
and married with'the daughter of Hengeſt. Not 
withſtanding all this, they being a forraine nation 
found the ſweeteneſſe ofthe land alotted them, inſo- 
muchthatthey longed for more, and ſo(forgetting 


the former fauours don and receayed) they never 
E ceaſed 
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ccaſed,vntillby the fyord they had conquered the 
whole colltry, & driven the Brytaines out ofthe beſt 
places of the land, in whoſe defence they came at firſt. 
Itthenanation of ſo ſmall accoumprt as the Saxons 
were at that time, being ſentfor in aſſiſtance, and ha- 
ving reccaved {ufficient reward for their ſeruice, did 
ſo cruelly deale with the Brytaines:what ſhall our vn- 
naturall Engliſh men expect ofthoſe bloudy and am. 
bitious Spaniards,ifthey ſhould prevaile,butthe like 
oraworlſe viage the eucr the Britaines had?of whoſe 
Spaniſh cruelty and tyranny all thoſe,which are in 
ſubietionvnder them, haue moſt lamentable experi- 
ence, But itmay be our Engliſh fugitiues and other 
infected inſtruments(ifany ſuch there be at home a- 
mongſtvs)doc aflure themſelues both by promiſe & 
otherwiſe tobe better dealt withall, if they can com- 
paſſetheir deſires,becauſethey are catholikes inreli. 
gion,& confederatsinaction:Wherupon theygroid 
ſ\uch ſure hope ofaduauncementasPompeys ſouldi- 
ers,who aftcrthe firſt overthrowe giuen to theirene- 


mies,greweto ſuchſecuriry, thatDomitius,Spinther 


Plutarch, and Scipio ina brauery contended for the chiefe Bi-

thopricke which Czfar had, & diverſe ofthem ſentto 
Rome! to hire the neareſt houſes vnto the marker 
place,as being the fitteſt places for Prztors, Buthow 
ſocuer our fugitiues hope for prefermentinthar ſort 
letthem remember at the laſt inuaſion intended a- 


 gainſt 
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gainſt England, how many of them had any place of 
credit or commaund appoynted them. And if they 
hadnone in the entrerpriſe, how likely are they to 


hauc any after'the imployment?Then how weake are 
they in iudgement, & how wicked in determination, 
whichare ſo confident withour (cauſe in them, who 


hauc noiuſt cauſe to ſecke the ſubuerſton ofa king- 


dome, Whcrin hope & diſcontentment(deccauing 
their iudgements) draw them from their obedience 
to theirPrince,and from all dutifull regard, which 
they oughtto carry towardes their country. Itis true 
that Spe: ak miſeros: and it is very truc,thatthey are mi- 
rable,whichare ted withthat hope, and ſhould bee 
more miſerable, if they did ſecthe eftes;of their 

hope.For docthoſc menthinke that they ſhall bewel 
rewarded for their perfidiouſneſſe?Or can they hope 
for any greatprefermentattheirhands,wholoue not 
them bur their trechery?well:Iwould ,haue them re- 
member that ſaying of Lucius Caſſius, (i#o-22 For

for minc owne? AndIwould haue themto'perſwade 


themſclucs, that it is ofa Spanyardthey ſeek commo- 


d Ity Sed ex huinſmodi maledifits hominibuws que virtus,ant quod bonuns 
poterit expeari? what good fruit can be{gathered from 


ſuch bad trees? If theſe fugitiues and'diſcontented

#, whatintend 1? What goel about? Do [truſt a Spany- 


ard? Surely then they wouldnot repoſe any ſuch aſ- 
ſuranceinthe aduerſariesto our country, hauing no 
iuſt claimethere vnto {whartſocuer they falſely ſug- 
geſt)but only that couler which Brennus captaine of 


(ami. the Gaules had, when the Romaines asked him what 


» reaſon he hadtobeſiege the Cluſians:he aunſwered, 
» thatas often asthey would notler ſtraungers, what- 
» ſocuerthey were, being out oftheir country,to haue 


» part oftheir goods, they might impriſon their per- 


» fons, ſpoylethem and deſtroy their Citties: and indo- 


» ing this they didthem no wrong at all,following the 
» oldeſt Iawinthe world, which cuer leavethvyato the 


» ſtrongerthat whichthe weaker cannotkeepeanden- 


ioic, beginning with the gods, and cndingwiththe 


beaſts,the which haue this property in nature,that 


the bigger and ſtronger haue cuer the aduauntage 


ofthe weaker and lefler. Butthis reaſon ofthe beaſts 


was butbeaſtly,and he little betterthen abcaſt which 
madeit,And ifthe coquerors of countries wilneads 
approue Brenus his reaſon for good,the ought they 
to be conuicted for both covetous and ambitious: 


thenature ofwhichtwo vices, 1stothinke all little e- 


nough which may be gotten quoiare quag,ininris, and the 
nature ofthem whichpoſleſſe thoſe vices,is to thinke 
thatto be as hurtfull vato themſelues which others 
OM oe ny ENT Ae partake 
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partake with them, as they eſteeme that profitablefor 
themlelues which they take from others. Ifthis bee 
the nature & humor ofthoſe men,whome our alicna- 
ted Engliſh men would make competitors with them 


ina kingdome,thenſhould they be in a bad caſe, who 


would be ſharers with ſuch, as will thinke allto little 
for theſelues,althoughther were ten kingd6es more

within the compaſſe of England. And itis truely ſaid 


thatloue andakingdome. hath no fellowſhip. What 


prefermentthen ſhall our vanaturalland perfidious 


Engtiſhmen expe& at the handes of ſuch rauenous 


aliens theSpanyards,whoſe handes are harder then 


irontoholdfaſtallthatthey canceaſevpon,cuenlike 
the fierce Tigre,or rauenous Wolfte deuouring .the 
trembling lambes. To whome when they come for 


reward,they may moreiuſtly beſtowe punniſhmentr, 


death &deſtrudis being meete hire for ſuchas make 
atrade of trechery,treaſons and ſuch diſhoneſt pra- 


iſes.Such was the recompence, wherwith Canutus 


the Dane did requite one Ederick aSaxon,who had 


moſttraiteroully ſlaine his Soueraigne, Edmund ſur - 


named Ironſide, betrwixt whome and Canutus there 


had ben cruellwarres & many bloudy battles fought | 


for the kingdome:atlengrththey derermined to rrie 
| itinſingle combar, and he thathad the victory ſhould 
hauethc kingdome; butboth being weried infight, 

and the conqueſt falling on neither fide , rhey 
EE nn ES. AS did 
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did determine to deuide the dominion betwixtthem: 
and ſo continued vntill Edmond was llaine by 


the treaſon of this Edricke, who, whenhe made 


vaunt of his villanous fa&,& looked tor reward, was 
iuſtly tormented to death and caſtinto aditchby the 
commaudement of Canutus asa duerequitall ofhis 
wicked deede. Thelike and nolefle worthy was the 


2.549, puniſhment, which Davidinflicted onthe Atnalckite * 


cap.1. thatſlewSaul:who, when he came,and declared the 
deede vnto Dauid bringing with him Sauls crowne 
and braſlets, and althoughitwereby Sauls owne ſee 
king thathe ſlew him, yetdauid aſked him if he'were 
not afraide toput outhishand to deſtroy the annoin. 
ted ofthe Lord, and therefore cauſed himtobe ſlain, 
This was the right iudgementand puniſhment thar 
theſe men had when they hoped for great riches and 
rewards: eſpecially at their handes, who had fo 
great benefit by their meanes, asto be made kings. 
Many moe haue reccauedthe hke end, going abour 
the like enterpriſe:as Andragatiusaleud perſon who 
Socrates (lew GratiantheEmperorin hope thereby to be ad-

| condition haue hated the traytor thoughthey loued 
thetreaſon, or atthe leaſt for the time could be con- 
tent to bearc ſhew ofloue, vntill they had donne the 
Plar&Yeb\ ſervice:accordingtothatwhich Antigonus faid,that 
Rmull, helouedthEwhich did betray, and hated themwhich 
had betraied:meaning that he carcd no longer for 

them, then whilſt they executed ſuch execrable fas 

being acommonaffetion which menbeare to wick- 
Platarch, ed perſons, whenthey ſtand inneede ofthem: notvn- 
ibidew. Jike tothoſe which haue;needeof the galland poy- 
ſon ofvencmous beaſts. For whenthey findeit, they 
 arcglad&takeitto ſeruetheirturne, but whenthey 
hauc tharthey looke for,they hate the cruelty of ſuch 
beaſts. Euen ſo when our falſe harted countrimen 
haue donne all they can doc, and much more then 
they ſhould doe, their reward wilbe,to be reiefted as 
runne-awaies,ſcorned as beggars, hated as falſe, and 
punniſhedastraytors, Andifthey ſhould preyaile 
(whichIhope God will preuent)when the Spaniards 
ſhould ſee (perchaunce)that they could nor fatiſfic 
their Engliſh complices without their owne preiu-
